l'KTiriONS. 

Mr. Cli-ningliaiti laid before the 
House the petition of the corporation of 
Vancouver in reference to amendments 
to their charter dealing u-ith the acqui- 
sition of the Coquitlurn water works. 

The petition of J. A. Laitllaw and 
others, asking leave to introduce a peti- 
tion in reference to the drainage of 
Burnaby Lake, was read, and on motion 
of Mr. Ore received and referred to tho 
private billa Committee. 

Soil. Mr. Robson said that lie should 
feel bound to oppose tho action urged in 
this petition at every appropriate stage, 
as it was cutrnry to the wish of both 
ol the cities most interested. When the 
motion to suspend the at mding orders 
that the hi.' foreshadowed in the peti- 
tion might be introduced, was presented 
ho would oppose it. 

p*H OK ORDER. 

The petitic, of J. A. Laidlaw mid 
otliert" in i'c'.~eni c ' tho draining of 
Burnaby Lake was ruled out of order 
as the standing rules had not been com- 
plied with; the petition of certain resi- 
dent- of Seymour Creek was also ruled 
out of order as it asked for an uppropri 
ation. j 
REPORTS, / 

Mr. Martin presented the report of 
the Private Bills committee, Sliding the 
rules complied with in the petitions of 
Westminster Tramway Co. and the B. 
('. .Mills, Timber and Trading Co. 

Mr. Ladner presented tho report of 
the Printing committee. It was ex- 
plained that a report from this commit- 
tee was unnecessary, and the motion 
that ths report be read was defeated, 

A VITAL QUESTION. 

Col. Baker roue to say that ho held in 
his hand a resolution of such urgent 
importance to the province that it should 
he placed before the House at once. 
Two days' notice were, by the rules, re- 
quired, but by. tho unanimous consent 
of the House he hoped that lie would 
be allowed to place ;he resolution before 
them at once. The orders being sus- 
pended the resolution might be fully 
discussed on its merits. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven while as anxious as 
anyone in the House to see railways 
constructed in British Columbia did not 
approve of the request contained in the 
resolution that the Dominion Govern- 
ment grant a charter to a railway exist- 
ing solely in the province. It was the 
right of British Columbia to charter the 
road, and the duty of the House to take 
u firm stand on this question of provin- 
cial lights. 

Hon. Mr. Davie concurred with the 
lion, leader of the opposition in his de- 
sire to protect provincial rights, but 
thought thai the resolution might be so 
amended when it came up in the House 
that the point would be fully met and 
provincial rights protected. 

Col. Baker seconded the lion, attor- 
ney-general's remarks. There would be 
every opportunity afforded of amending 
the resolution wherever necessary if it 
was allowed to come before the House. 

Hon. Mr. Robson hoped that the 
leader of the opposition would not 
further oppose the suspension of the 
rules. This question of principle should 
be fought out on tbo proper battle 
ground. 

The resolution that the standing 
orders be suspended in order that tlio 
House might discuss the British Colum- 
bia .Southern railway was carried unani- 
mously. 

Col. Baker moved, seconded by Mr. 
Duck, that : 

"Whereas a company known as the 
".Spokane Palls and Northern Railway 
Company" h.is applied to the Dominion 
government for charters for railways 
from the following points: Prom the 
boundary line it the point of intersec- 
tion of Bond d'Oreille river to the town 
of Nelson, and t hence to the western 
terminus of tho Crow's Xest railway; 
from the boundary line at tho point of 
intersection of the Kettlo river, thence 
to the coast of tho province. 

And whereas the construction of such 
lines would make a through lino of com- 
munication from tho Crow's Nest pass 
to the coast of the province, to be known 
as the 'British Columbia Southern 
Railway,' and would, by reason of the 
great navigable waterways which inter- 
sect the said line of railway at right 
les at four different points, be the 
means of developing the vast natural 
resources of the whole southern portion 
f the province, and thereby would be a 
real benefit to trade. 
And whereas it is understood that 
strenuous opposition, not in the interest 
of the province, is being offered in order 
to defeat the passing of said bills through 
the Dominion House ; 

And whereas to defeat the measures 
would ba straining, to the point of abuse 
as against the vital Interests of the pro- 
vince, the sub-section (10) of section 92 
of the "British Xortb America Act, 
1867;" 

Therefore be it resolved, that an hum- 
ble address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieut -Governor, praying that His 
Honor will immediately move the Dom- 
inion government, that the charters up-

plied for by tbo "Spokane Palls and 
Northern Railway Company" may be 
granted: Provided always, tlmt cluuses 
be inserted compelling the •oinpany to 
commence work Huh year on both lines, 
that ia to say, from Pond d'Oreille river 
towards Nelson; from Kettle river to 
the west; and from tho coast of the pro- 
vince to the east; that work should be 
continued concurrently from all these 
points; that tli o railway to tbo western 
terminus of the Crow's .Nest line should 
be completed in four years, and the rail- 
way to the west in six years from the 
granting of tho charters; and that, in 
default of the terms being complied 
with, both charters, together with the 
rights appertaining thereto, shall bo for- 
feited; and that a copy of this resolu- 
tion he at once transmitted by telegraph 
to the Dominion government." 

The hon. member for lvootenay ok- 
plained that his object in moving tho 
resolution was tins — Capital had boen 
induced to come before both the Do- 
minion and Provincial Houses with a 
view to building this railway referred 
to, which would be of tho greatest ad- 
vantage in developing the resources of 
the province und promoting provincial 
trade. On account of the British North 
American Act, the promoters of those 
bills had considered it their duty lo go 
before the Dominion government for 
their charter. They had a precedent in 
the case of theOkanagoh Railway; they 
went to the Dominion government, ob- 
tained their charter from them, and 
then came to this House for a grant of 
land, which they received. No objec- 
tion had in this case been raised to the 
course of action adopted. Again 
the Athabaska and Kootenay Lake 
Railway ! They also went to tho Do- 
minion government for their charter; 
received it and then came to the pro- 
vincial Housefora land grant. Both of 
these railway bills passed in the House, 
and having them for .i precedent as well 
as having the British North American 
Act before them, the promoters of this 
road considered that they were adopting 
the propor course of action. Their bill 
was coining before the Home at Ottawa 
on Monday next, and if any action was 
taken in the direction aimed at in the 
resolution it should be taken ut oucc. 
This was his reason for asking for tho 
suspension of the rule of notice being 
given. There was no doubt but that 
the rights of the province were in dan- 
ger at the present time; and the present 
question was one which very deeply 
concerned the interests of British Col- 
umbia. If a fractious opposition was 
raised in the Dominion House, it would 
be at the expense ol the rights of this 
province, and it would act as 
a precedent in dealing with future ap- 
plications for British Columbia railways 
made in the Dominion House. lie 
(Col. Baker) advised that the members 
of the British Columbia House stand 
shoulder to shoulder now, and by passing 
the resolution, amended if it 
should be by them deemed necessary, 
overcome the obstruction in the Do- 
minion House which had been raised 
against the interests of British Colum- 
bia. It was a nice constitutional point 
to determine, where the right of the 
province to deal with railway questions 
ceased and the right of the Dominion 
commenced; and as the point in the 
present case had been waived on two 
previous occasions the promoters of the 
road evidently thought they were right 
in going before the Dominion House 
first for their charter. Ho hoped tbo 
House would act as one man in resent- 
ing ami defeating the effort that was 
being made- to prevent the development 
of British Columbia's resources ami the 
encouragement of the trade of the coun- 
try. 

Hon. Mr. Beaver contended that it 
was the right of thepiovince and of rho 
province alone to charter railways any- 
where in British Columbia— It made no 
difference if they did connect with 
American roads at the borders ; it made 
no difference whether they made con- 
nections after passing beyond the pro- 
vincial borders or not. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that this rail- 
way ran partly through British Colum- 
bia and partly through the United 
.States, crossing and recrossing the 
boundary several tunes. It was an in- 
ternational system, and if any railroad 
operating in this province came within 
the Dominion control this one certainly 
did, The best way for the House to as- 
sert the provincial rights was by keep- 
ing strictly within the bounds of rea- 
son, and not by contending for wduit was 
clearly beyond provincial jurisdiction, 
us in the present case was being done by 
the leader of the opposition, 

Mr. Semlin expressed the same views 
as the hon. premier. This question, be 
thought, was purely a Dominion one 
and the House should assent to at 
least a very great part of the resolution. 
He advised, however, the elimination of 
the fourth clause in the preamble. It 
could do no good ami might possibly 
give offence to the detriment of the ob- 
ject sought. 

Hon. Mr. Robson supported Mr. 
Semlin In advocating the removal of the 
clause referred to. 

Col. Baker h id no objection to tho 
elimination of the clause. When bo 
placed it in the resolution be hud 
thought that it might strengthen the 
case. 

Hon. Mr. Davie wished to obtain the 
object sought in the resolu- 
tion, and he t bought that it 
would be impolitic to give a possibility 
of offence to the power addressed. He 
concurred with what hud been said in 
reference to the desirability of striking 
out clause -I of the preamble. He (Hon. 
Mr, Davie), with tin; approval of Col. 
Baker, amended the last paragraph of 
tho resolution by inserting between the 
words "with" und "immediately" the 
words "without prejudice to provincial 
rights." This, he thought, fully cov- 
ered the point made by the leader of the 

Opposition. Paragraph 4 was also struck 
out. 

Mr. Cunningham would support the 

resolution as amended by the hon. At- 
torney-General. Ho would not have 
voted for the resolution as originally 

introduced, and expressed gratification 

that the change had been made. 

Hon Air. Bea ven was sorry that this 
matter would of necessity have to bo 
disposed of -so quickly, He could not 

agree with t lie remarks of the Premier. 
The British Columbia House was ihe 
only body to charter or deal in any way 
With thin railway. 

Mr. Haslam 'remarked that this was 
to bo an international road; its traffic 
ami operation would be regulated by In- 
ternational laws, und he was of the 
opinion that, its charters should emanate 
from the governments of the Dominion 

and the United States. 

Mr. Grant referred generally to the 
necessity for railway construction in 
British Columbia, and hoped that the 
road particularly referred to would be 
brought to thr const. 

Tbo resolution was unanimously ad- 
dppted us amended by thu Hon. tho 
Atlorney-Oencnd. 

TO AMEND VANCOVVI'.lt's OlIARTKlti 
Mr. Cunningham introduced a bill to

Sir John Declines to Discuss 
Behring's Sea Matters 



While Negotiations tiro iu Pro- 
gress nt Washington. 



The Premier Presented With a MaRrnifl- 
cent Portrait of Himself by tlio Con- 
servative Senators mid Members. 



(From our own (JorroTOondont). 

Ottawa, Out., Feb. 27.— In the 
House to-day, Mitchell called attention 
to the telegraphic message published in 
ihe newspapers, by which it appeared 
that the Russian government has 
directed its ambassador at Washington 
to take part in the negotiations iu rela- 
tion to Behring's .Sea. From the tele- 
gram it looked as if the contention on 
the part of the United States govern- 
ment that Behring's Sea was a closed 
sea was given up. If this was true, 
matters stood well for Canada. 

Sir John said : I do not think in the 
interests of Canada that we should 
enter into a discussion on the subject or 
state what we believe to be the real 
state of affairs, because anything said 
here will Ijc published in the United 
States. It is infinitely better that tho 
matter be not discussed iu the House 
while if is under discussion at Washing- 
ton. Canada is represented there; Eng- 
land is represented there, and the 
United States and Russia are also repre- 
sented, and they are considering the best 
means of preventing the extermination 
of the seals, lam glad to state that 
everything is progressing as pleasant ns 
any 'Canadian can wish, so far; but 1 
think it would not be in the interest of 
Canada that we should say exactly what 
state from day to day tliu negotiations 
arc in. 

Sir Adolphe Ciiron informed Mr. 
Blake that correspon Jence of a confi- 
dential nature is now going on relative 
to the defences of British Columbia, but 
under the circumstances it would not be 
in tiie interests of the service to produce 
it. 

The premier announced that negotia- 
tions were in progress relative to recipro- 
city in wrecking and coasting. 

Brown's dickey bird bill passed its 
second reading by ill and 81. 

Taylor's anti-alien labor bill was dis- 
cussed all the evening. The minister 
of justice gave it as bis opinion that the 
American law applied to Canada equal- 
ly as well as to Italy. Hon. Mr. 'Flip- 
per had tried to secure a modification of 
its provisions as regards Canada, but 
without effect. 

Sir John has been presented with 
a magnificent portrait of himself by the 
conservative senators and members. 
The Premier feelingly replied. 

The Senate to-day refused to allow 
two of its otiicers to give evidence be- 
fore the commons committee. 



CANADIAN NEWS. 



The BrbriiiB'* Sea Dispute. 

Toronto, Feb. 27. — The Globe's 
Washington special says the presence of 
Hon. Chns. EC Tupper, Minister of 
Fisheries and Marine, in this city means 
that the conference proposed some time 
ago by Secretary Blaine to Ministers 
Pauncefote and De Struve will bo held 
at once. A proposition will be made 
before this conference from Minister De 
Struve to the effect that the British, 
Russiau and U. S. governments adopt 
certain fishing regulations, which are 
not strictly in accord with the marine 
league or the principle of marine juris- 
diction, but which are necessary 'o the 
maintenance of fishing in certain local- 
ities. Minister De Struve will also 
propose that these principles be 
enforced by common consent by the 
three nations in all cases where 
'.hey Hindi be found necessary 
to the preservation of marine indus- 
tries, whether they be fisheries for 
turtles, seals or other marine products. 
This principle was suggested to Baron 
de Struve by his legal adviser, who is a 
prominent Washington attorney, and 
one of the highest living exponents of 
murine law. Both De Strme 'and 
Secretary Blaine favor ibis line of ac- 
tion, and are disposed towards it. Mr. 
Tupper, however, lias not yet expressed 
any opinion either for or against the 
proposed new policy in the international 
marine and fishery matters. 

Murder iu Ontario. 

Toronto, Feb. 27. — Robert A. Smith, 
proprietor of a grocery aud crockery 
store on Main street, in the town of 
Newmarket, was foully murdered in the 
cellar of his shop last night by thieves, 
who shot him clean through the heart. 
The first discovery of the shocking tra- 
gedy was made by the wife and sister of 
deceased on returning from a concert. 
The residents of the town are excited 
over the crime. 

A New Cnniuliuu Cardinal. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 27. -A priest in at- 
tendance at the Archbishop's palace lias 
received intimation from a priest iu the 
Canadian seminary of the elevation of 
Archbishop b'abre to a oardinalate. The 
story is that certain influences are at 
work in Rome to secure a new papal 
decree to establish a Catholic university 
in Montreal, in the event of which Mgr. 
Knbre will receive a cardinal's bat.

. JOHNSON STREET SIWER. 

The city auditor, by letter, informed 
the board that there only remained of 
the Johnson street sewer loan the sum 
of $1,099.50, wdiile 310,500 wdsreauired 
to complete the work. 

Aid. Robertson enquired if the cis- 
terns should properly have been paid 
for out of the loans. 

Ho was informed that as the old cis- 
trins were ruined by the construction 
of the sewer, the new ones were paid 
for out of the sewer fund. 

The communication was referred to 
the enlarged committee on sewerage, 
with power to deal with the matter as 
they saw fit. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

Aid. Vigelius explained the necessity 
of having a valve opening into the two 
new cisterns direct from tho main, so 
that in the event of the cisterns being 
required for use, the valves might bo 
kept open to keep the supply free. He 
moved that the water commissioner and 
committee be empowered to supply the 
necessary valves. 

Aid. Smith seconded the motion, 
which was also supported by Aid. Wil- 
son. 

Mayor Grant said that one of the first 
requisites for a perfect water supply for 
lire protection was u larger main along 
Govornment street. 

Aid. Smith presented a list of defect- 
ive hydrants and hydrants requiring es- 
cape valves, which he explained it was 
absolutely necessary to repair at once.

THE TOURIST'S QUID-. 

The communication of Mr. R. Mac- 
Manus in reference to supplying the 
city with a number of copies of the 
Tourist's Ouide at SI. 25 each, was 
brought up for consideration, and a 
number of the aldermen expressed 
themselves as unable to see where the 
money was to come from. The com- 
munication was again tabled. 

THE WATER COMMISSIONER. 

The resignation of Mr. Peter Summer- 
field, water commissioner, was noxt 
read and declared opeu for discussion. 

Aid. Smith, through the mayor, 
asked the water commissioner what 
there was at variance between binisolf 
and the committee. 

The commissioner replied that it 
would only be necessary to narrate the 
facts of the case. The first item of 
friction, if it might be termed so, was 
occasioned by Mrs. McTavish telephon- 
ing to him that one of the pipes leading 
to her premises was not connected. 
He had told her that there was only one 
rule, that no service by a pipe larger 
than half-an-inch in diameter could be 
supplied unless by meter. This rule 
applied to all; and die rich were gov- 
erned by it just the same as the poor. 
Mrs. McTavish then went to the chair- 
man of the water committee, with whom 
she said she was acquainted, and the 
next thing that came to his (tho com- 
missioner's) attention was an order to 
Thomas 1'riest, the foreman, instruct- 
ing him lo at onco replace 
Mrs. MeTavish's pipe as she wanted it. 
Nothing had been said to him and ho 
told tho foreman not to go. Then Aid. 
Smith again gave him the same order, 
and told him that be must go. Again 
the foreman came to him (tho commis- 
sioner) and was instructed not to re- 
place the pipe, A copy of the water- 
works act was given him at the same 
time. Aid. McKillican also told the 
foreman not to replace the pipe, and the 
mayor's attention was called to tho 
matter. To the best of his knowledge 
the matter ended there. 

Aid. Smith — Did you not know that 
there was an order of the council to 
compel you to replace that pipe? 

The Commissioner — 1 did not. 

Aid. Smith — It is in tlio council 
minutes. 

Aid. McKillican — I doubt it. 

Aid. Smith— My way of disposing of 
this matter would cost the city $5, your 
wuy (to the commissioner) would cost 
•SfiOO. Mrs. McTavish bad a special 
pipe to her garden and it was removed, 
and she had a right to have it replaced. 

Aid. Vigelius said that he could not 
remember of any instructions being 
given the commissioner to grant Mrs. 
.MeTavish's request, such as Aid. Smith 
had referred to, Her communication 
might have been referred to the com- 
mittee and commissioner with power to 
act. 

The clerk read from the minutes that 
the communication was received on 
February 12th and referred to commit- 
tee end commissioner with power to act. 
Again, a communication, addressed to 
Aid. Smith, was received and disposed 
of in a similar manner, 

Aid. Smith --'The pipe' was cut off, 
and Aid. Robertson and myself gave in- 
structions to have it replaced. 

Aid. McKillican But you had to 
govern yourself by the act. 

Aid. Robertson— What was she pay- 
ing for that pipe ? 

Aid. Smith - One dollar a month. 

Aid. McKillican — Not what one day's 
water was worth. 

Tlio commissioner said that be had to 
apply the same rule to Mrs. McTavish 
as to everyone olse. 

Aid. Smith— You had no business to 

remove the pipe. 

Aid. Harrison thought that in this 
matter the commissioner had acted 
rightly. Mrs. McTavish used more 
water on her garden than any fish stall, 
and they were all forced to buy by the 
meter. 

Aid. Smith— AH she wanted whs to 
get her old service back again. 

A id. Harrison and McKillican Well, 
give it to her and let her use the me- 
ter; it won't cost her anything to have 
it put iu. 

Aid. Vigelius, though^ that in this 
matter the committee acted a little 
hastily. The two members (Aid. Smith 
and Aid. Robertson) Hbould have re- 
ported to the council and not have act- 
ed independent of Aid. McKillican and 
the commissioner, 

The commissioner, resuming his ar- 
gument, said that shortly after this the 
committee presented a certain report to 
the council. In preparing it they i/;- 
liored him entirely. Not ono question 
in regard to the department was asked 
and tiie annual report was not consult- 
ed; everything condemnatory that 
could jnssibly be raked up was 
brought forward. In the re- 
port they urged the appointment 
of a foreman and taking Ihe mat ter out 
Continued on h'ouHli I'aac. 
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the Lcsiepa canal is a gigantic under- 
taking.

There is almost a certainty that 
tho Nicaragua Canal will be finished in 
a few years, and then those who havo 
invested their money in the Panama 
Canal may regard it as lost. This is u 
great misfortuno in many ways. A 
large number of the investors were poor 
people, and tho project was a magnifi- 
cent one. It is a thousand pities that it 
should fail.

The resolution which Col. Baker 
moved ytisterday in the Legislative As- 
sembly and which passed without a dis- 
senting voice was a very important one. 
The roads which the Spokane Falls and 
Northern Railway Company propose to 
build will he of the greatest advantage 
to British Columbia. There are no two 
opinions on that point in the province. 
They will run through parts of the pro- 
vince which are now wholly des- 
titute of railroad accommodation, 
and to which such accommodation 
is an absolute necessity. To con- 
nect the southern districts of the 
province with the sea coast by a rail 
road will be to increase their value a 
thousandfold. In fact they cannot be 
developed until such a railway is con 
structcd. 

The Spokane Falls and Northern 
Railway Company have proposed to 
build that road. All they ask the Do 
minion Parliament for is leave to con 
struct, which means to confer a benefit 
of incalculable value upon the province 
The Company does not apply to th 
Dominion lor a cash subsidy nor for i 
grant of land, all they want is thu bare 
charter. If the people of the province 
were consulted in tho matter there 
is not a man in it who would not 
hold up both his hands in favor of the 
charter. Yet, strange to say, necessary 
as these projected roads are to British 
Columbia, and eayer as its inhabitants 
are to have them built, thore is an in- 
fluence at work in Ottawa opposed to 
granting the charter. This influence is a 
purely obstructive one. There is no other 
application for a charter to build a road 
through the southern part of the pro- 
vince. We hear of no company which 
is prepared to do what the Spokane 
Falls and Northern Railway Company 
offer. The opposition is therefore of 
the dog-in-the-manger kind. It docs 
not propose to'benetit British Columbia, 
aud it will not allow others to aid in its 
development. 

We aro surprised that an opposition 
of this nature can bo allowed to be even 
serious against a project which is calcu- 
lated to do so much good to this pro- 
vince. We trust that the danger of de- 
feating the chartor for the British Col- 
umbia Southern has been over-estimat- 
ed. We are quite sure if the efforts 
that are now being made to check Brit- 
ish Columbia are suffered to be success- 
ful, the agitation in this province against 
interference with its development by 
railways will be quite as great as that 
which was witnessed not long ago in 
Manitoba. 

It has been suggested that the oppos- 
ing influence is that of the Can- 
adian Pacific. We trust that 
this is not the caso. If that 
Company were prepared to con- 
struct a road through the southern 
part of the province at once, there 
would he some reason in its opposing 
tho granting of a charter to the Ameri- 
can company. But since it does not of- 
fer to build the road so greatly needed, 
it must not be allowed to place obstacles 
in the way of the progress of tho pro- 
vince. British Columbia does not be- 
long to tho Canadian Pacific; and the 
interests of a very important section of 
it must not be sacrified to satisfy its 
greed or its ambition. 

It is said that ail that the American 
company wants is to place itself in con 
ncction with the rich mining districts 
of the province, and when that is done 
it will find u pretext for breaking its 
engagements with respect to the road to 
the sea. But there is nothing to hinder 
the province exacting such guarantees 
from it that it will not be 
able, without losses, which it can- 
not bear, to violate the stipula- 
tions of its charter. It is also said that 
if these railroads are built tho ores 
which aro raised in the nulling districts 
of the south will be sent across the bor- 
der and will never find their way to the 
sea. The answer to this is that Nelson 
has already water communication with 
the Little Dalles, to which there is now 
railway communication, The miners 
can, if they wish it, avail themselves of 
this outlet now. But when the south 
of this province has the railway accom- 
modation that it requires its ores will be 
smelted in the province. 

But these are matters which affect 
the people of British Columbia, and

for the frco admission of mining ma- 
hinery was before tho House of Com- 
nons yesterday afternoon. It may be 
that the mover, Dr. Piatt, was a little 
iremuture. The proper time for tho 
utroduction and discussion of such n 
proposition is when the tariff is before 
: he House. But, whether welUtimad or 
ill-timed, we were glad to see that tho 
motion received the warm support of 
the members from British Columbia. ! 
This is a question upon which men of 
rill parties aro agreed in this province, 
livery one believes that it is the duty 
■if the Government to give all the en- 
couragement in its power to the mining 
industry of the province. The only way 
in which this can be done is to relieve 
it of all unnecessary burdens. 
I'o work the gold anil silver mines of 
tho province requires expensive ma- 
chinery. This machinery is not to be 
had in the Dominion. It must be 
imported from the United States. 
1'he duty on mining machinery is thirty- 
ive per cent. Is it fair to burden the 
itruggling miner who has so many diffi- 
culties to encounter, with such a load as 
this? No one here believes that it is. 
On the contrary, all are convinced that 
to hamper a young industry with so 
heavy a tax is most unfair and impolitic. 
As Mr. Barnard suggested, it would be 
more in the interests both of the pro- 
vince and of the Dominion to remit the 
luty on mining machinery and mining 
material of all kinds than to impose one. 
Che debate on tho subject was deferred 
until after the budget was brought 
down. We hope that the Government 
.vill take this matter into its considera- 
tion, if it has not doue so already, and 
deal with the mining industry of the 
province in such a way us to win the 
cordial approval of all its inhabitants.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Very little has been heard of the Pan- 
ama Canal of late. It begins to appear 
that the millions which have been sunk 
in that ditch will be completely wasted. 
Nothing is being done to the canal ami 
there is no prospect that work will be 
resumed upon it in the near future. The 
French Government sent a number of 
engineers to examine t he work and to 
report on the advisability of continuing 
it. They did their work Olid aro on 
their way home again, it is not known 
what their report will bo, hut, from their 
conversation it has been gathered that 
they will not advise tho Government to 

prosecute the work. Delay in 
this business is dangerous, for the 
Americans are proceeding ener- 
getically with tho Nicaragua Canal. 
W'hen that canal is completed and ships 
are passing through it the chunoes of the 
Lesseps Canal being completed will bo 
very greatly diminished. Two canals 
loross the Isthmus will not be required 



NO FACTS YET. 

The Times keeps harping on the 
ICducation question, but like the old 
farmer with the claret, it does not get 
any "forrader." It has, in fact, given 
up the attempt to prove that the Edu- 
cation Department has become a politi- 
cal machine. The demand for a parlia- 
mentary enquiry has completely spoiled 
its little game. If it believed that 
there is any ground for the accusations 
.vhich, a little while ago it spread 
broadcast, it would wait patiently for 
the result of the investigation of the 
committee of the Legislative Assembly. 
The Opposition nicniTiers of that com- 
mittee having the inspirers of the Times 
for guides anil counsellors would 
take care that every charge of 
(lie organ of the Opposition 
would be proved if proof were possible. 
But the accusers and the critics of the 
(lovernment have no faith in themselves 
or in their power to make good their 
accusation, so often repeated, that the 
education department has been made to 
serve the political ends of the Govern- 
ment. They have no evidence to bring 
before the committee. They have in- 
veigled Mr. Senilis into tuking up 
their cause, and when the time conies 
for making good their assertions, they 
leave him in the lurch. They know 
that the report of the committee will 
not help them in the least, and they gb 
on in a dreary way doing the best they 
canto injure the Government in the 
columns of the Times. But the organ 
has changed its tone. It is no longer 
fierce and defiant. It has ceased 
to repeat the charges which it failed to 
prove. It now whines and complains 
that we are treating it too harshly, and 
it shifts its ground. But these devices 
are of no avail. It must face the music. 
It must either prove the charges which 
it has made against the Minister of 
Education or withdraw them. It has 
not forgotten what those charges are or 
how often and how boldly they were 
made. What wo want is proof of the 
accusation that, the Education Depart- 
ment has been converted into a political 
machine, that the Minister of Education 
has tyrannized over the teachers for a 
political purpose, and that he has pro. 
Cured changes in the school law in order 
to get the teachers under his thumb and | 
in keep them there. Our contemporary 
must prove these charges or be content 
to be branded as a slanderer and a false 
accuser. Proof is what we demand, 
We do not want dull homilies on our 
mode of carrying on this controversy, or 
iushy criticisms on thn details of school 
management. The Times has assumed 
a position, let it maintain it manfully or 
declare its inability to do so. l et it, 
even at the eleventh hour, respond to 
our demand for facts.

Appointing W. W. Northcott Assessor, 
Buildings Inspector and Superinten- 
dent of Public Works. 

BE IT ICNACTEI) by the Mayor and 
Council of the' Corporation of the City of 
Victoria us follows : 

1. William Waller Northcott Is hereby 
appointed Assessor, Buildings Inspector 
and Superintendent of Public Works for 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria. 

2. Section three of the "Buildings By- 
law " is hereby repealed, and In lieu there- 
of be it enacted as follows: 

" William Wallor Northcott Is hereby 
appointed Buildings Inspector and Super- 
intendent of Public Works of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria.

To tiik Editor : Tliu fundimental 
principle on which the universe appears 
to bo governed is — "The greatout good 
to the gi-eal'j>iL number. " Politics.) 
economy teaches ua how to apply this 
principle to our public affairs at tlio 
loast coat and for tlio longest period of 
time. In the management of our public 
schools this should ho the aim of all. 
That the present Btato of affairs mimics 
of improvement none will for a moment 
pretend to deny. Our former mistakes 
should bo stepping-stones to a higher 
plain of future progress 1 . When I came 
to tins province about twenty years ago, 
the late A. R. Robertson, the I'rovinci;' 1 
Secretary, inloxmed me that thero was 
no school law, no board of education, no 
superintendent, — in fact, no system of 
public instruction under the control of 
the government. .Several very efficient 
private schools had been opened 
m different parts of the pro- 
vince, and the Hudson Bay 
Company took an interest in the 
cause of Popular Education, The 
.School Act passed about nineteen years 
ago was in many respects a good law, 
and some of the changes, rules and reg- 
ulations made since have been for the 
better, and some, 1 think, for the worse. 
Doing away with the Boiird of Educa- 
tion was a great mistake, and gives rise 
to all tbo nonsense in the Times aboub 
teachers being under tbo intluenceof the 
Minister of Education. Cancelling the 
certificates of teachers about ten years 
agowithoutcause was an act of injustice, 
the effects of which are felt to this day. 
P.y that deed we have been deprived of 
the services of ono of the most faithful 
teachers in the province. Disfranchis- 
ing the teachers might bo a uoon WAV 
to prevent them from voting against the 
government, hut for u member of a for- 
mer government to stand up in tlio 
House and say that thu teachers re- 
quested it themselves, looks like adding 
insult to injury. I have conversed with 
nearly all the male teachers of the period 
and they, without a single exception, 
most emphatically deny the Statement, 
But as the present government have be- 
gun to rectify the mistakes of the past, 
let them restore the Board of Educa- 
tion and renew thoso certificates, with- 
out a TIME LIMIT, unjustly cancelled, 
without cause, by C. C. MeKeime, Esq. 
They will also do well to provide some 
special instruction on the subject of 
temperance. If a vice or habit costs 
the country ten times more than it in- 
creases the revonue, boys and girls 
should know the fact beforo they" ac- 
quire the habit. 1 would also like to 
see two charts, in clear type, in every 
school house in the province. One con- 
taining the ten commandments and the 
other the golden rule, a few of the most 
practical proverbs of Solomon and the 
new commandment, as a basis of moral 
training. I am likew ise of the opinion 
that if the country schools had their 
long vacation in winter it would be u 
move in the right direction. Other im- 
provements might he suggested. Hop- 
ing these remarks nay do some good, 
lam, etc. , S. F. Crawford.

Since then he had heard that 
the foreman and the chairman of the 
committee were around drinking to- 
gether— 

Aid. Smith— It's a lie ! 

The commissioner — Perhaps some of 
the aldermen here kuow more about 
that than I do. 

Aid. Smith — 1 never drink, i took a 
cigar wit h him. 

The Commissioner — You never drink? 

Aid. Smith — N'o, never ! Now, I 
want to ask you a question. Did you 
not tell the foreman once in the presence 
of witnesses not to rush the work; the 
corporation was rich ? 

The Commissioner — No, I did not; 
not at any time. I have always given 
the foreman orders to discharge the men 
that do not stick to their work. 

Aid. Smith — I don't care what you 
and the foreman made last year. Now, 
who told you that the foreman and I 
were drinking together'; 

Mayor Grant — This is not business; 
it is not necessary, and it must be 
stopped. 

Aid. Smith— Who told yon? Who 
told you ? 1 demand to know who told 



to take the men from the work assigned 
them by the commissioner. 

Aid. Harrison thought that supplies 
should hi) ordered through the commit' 
tee. The present system placed «. power 
in the hands of the commissioner that 
he might usurp. 

Tho Commissioner — Have I done so 
in the past J 

Aid. Harrison— I don't know. 

Tho Commissioner said that only 
small supplies were ordered by his di- 
rection. When anything of magnitude 
was required ho went to the council lor 
it. He declined sending in requisitions 
personally as he might be accused of ac- 
cepting commissions. 

Aid. Smith — Have you been accused 
of such practices before? 

Tho Commissioner — I wish to avoid 
the possibility just us long us I remain 
water commissioner. I uIbo object to 
anything being done in tho direction of 
water works affairs by one member of 
the committee without consulting his 
colleagues. 

Aid. Wilson said that tho water com- 
mittee of last year were not consulted 
by the then chairman. Ho had remark- 
ed to the mayor that ho was no use on 
the committee. He did not know what 
was going on. 

The Commissioner remarked that he 
should have seen to it that he did. 

A discussion hero arose between Aid. 
Smith and tho commissioner in regard 
lo tho work doue by Mr. Russell when 

he was commissioner) Aid. Wilson also 

advised that the commissioner in future 
prepare an estimate of supplies required, 
a year in advance if possible, so that 
thoy might bo ordered in the cheapest 
market, and money he thereby saved to 
i he city. 

Aid. Smith again took up the ques- 
tion of Iiltcr beds and said that they 
should have been provided for before 
the Ki-inch main was laid, and pro- 
nounced the present water supplied 
Slthy and unhealthy. Ha also suggest- 
ed that the commissioner was following 
out Mr. Tiedeman's plans in regard to 
the canal from FJk Lake, which had not 
been paid for, and getting the benelit of 
Mr. Tiedeman's brain free. 

The commissioner explained how he 
had applied the money, as ho thought, 
more advantageously than in the con- 
struction of filter beds. 

Aid. MoKillic.au said that the coun- 
cil knew all about tho filter-bed ques- 
tion, and why the filter beds hud not 
been rebuilt. 

The commissioner remarked that 
while he was always ready to give Aid. 
Smith's opinions the same consideration 
as any other member's, yet he was not 
prepared to take Aid. Smith's ipsi 
dixit. Ho (Aid. Smith) should have 
taken the trouble to inform himself of 
the whys and wherefores before he took 
the steps he did. 

Aid. Smith replied that his reason 
was that the water supplied to Victoria 
was an uufiltered and filthy article. 

Aid. Vigelius thought that filtration 
was a question to be discussed between 
the committee and commissioner. 

The discussion here simmered down to 
a restless debate on matters of detail in 
the work of the water department, and 
it wus finally terminated by Aid. Mc. 
Killican ami Qoodocre moving that the 
resignation he not accepted. The reso- 
lution was adopted, and the meeting 
broke up without any resolution to ad- 
journ. 



The Commissioner— Mr. Dale, told me, 
Aid. Smith— Did you have any wit- 

The Co'r.missioner— I didn't need any. 
i have no idea that Mr. Dale will deny 
it. 

Aid. Smith — Well, it's a lie; a down- 
right lie. Whose business is it if 1 did 
drink with him anyway. 

The Commissioner — No one's that I 
know of. 1 simply mention the matter 
is it was reported to me. 

Aid. Harrison (to the Commissioner) 
— Did you ever send hack men that the 
foreman had discharged, or tell him that 
certain men were not to he discharged '.' 

The Commissioner — No, sir ! I have 
told him to he a little easy on a few 
gray-haired, old men with families, who, 
as a matter of charity, shoild not he 
worked too hard. It was a difficult 
matter to get the foreman to discharge 
useless men; not the other way. On tho 
one occasion when he left the works and 
the men idle he had been suspended. 

Major Grant corroborated this state- 
ment. 

Aid. Smith — How could you expect 
the foreman to he on hand when the 
commissioner employed him to run his 
messages and go after the supplies '! 

The commissioner denied having used 
the foreman as a messenger, and ex- 
plained the system of ordering supplies 
by duplicate order, countersigned by 
two members of the committee. The 
foreman was on the spot and knew just 
when supplies were required. He 
brought each order to him (the com- 
missioner), and it was checked and en- 
tered in the books to tho proper loan. 

Mayor Grant remarked that the com- 
missioner kept the most perfect item- 
ized or detailed accounts that any man 
could. 

Aid. Smith — He ought to. Ho docs 
not hing else. 

Mayor Grant— Now, Aid. Smith, you 
should do every man justice. You 
know ho does not take up all his time 
with his books. 

The Mayor proceeded to explain how 
hard the commissioner had worked dur- 
ing the construction of the 16-inch 
main. No man could have worked 
harder. He did not like to see any man 
unfairly treated. The commissioner 
nas not an idler, and no one should say 
so. 

Aid. Smith remarked that the com- 
missioner himself had said that the fore- 
man did all the work. 

The mayor denied that such a state- 
ment had been made. 

The commissioner said that next Aid. 
Smith should have ut least consulted 
himfor the annual report before pre- 
sen ting the commit teo report. Ho did 
not make any enquiries or investigation 
In fact be did not know anything about 
the way the work had been conducted. 

Aid. Smith— I didn't want to know. 
[ knew how I wanted things conducted. 

The Commissioner— You said in Bberts 
fc Taylor's office that you were going to 
have things as you wanted tli'em, 
This Aid. Smith denied. 
I'he Commissioner— Then you went 
out to the dam. (This to Aid. Smith.) 

Aid. Smith —Never you mind the dam. 
You stick to I he report. That conversation 
in Eberts & Taylor's office was brought 
about by your saying that you would 
not order any supplies by requisition, 

The Commissioner — Nor will I. I 
should at least have hud a hearing be- 
fore you accused me. You came and 
took the. foreman away from his work, 
drove him down to the shop, and then 
you both bolted— 

Aid. Smith— I didn't holt. I walked 
away. I didn't bolt! I didn't bolt ! ! 
1 didn't bolt ! ! ! You take that back. 
I walked. 

The Commissioner — Well,you walked, 
then. 

Aid. Smith— You say walked, then; 
f didn't bolt. 

Aid Gooducre (sotto voco)— What's 
in a name '! 

The Co lissioner— Well, you walked 

away. And who looked after tho men 
when you took their foreman away ? 

Aid. Smith—The red-beaded man, 
that ia left in ohurgo if the foreman has 
to go away.

RESISTING THE LAW. 

Alert Buy Indians 111- Use a Constable In 
the Execution of His Duty. 

Provincial Officer Redgrave, who ar- 
rived from Alert Bay on Tuesday, baa 
reported to the authorities the circum- 
stances of an attack made upon him by 
the Indians of that place while in the 
execution of his duty as police officer, 
It appears from the officer's statement 
that on the 10th inst. an Indian came 
to the jail at Alert Bay and asked Mr. 
Redgrave to go to the ranchcrie and ar- 
rest an Indian there for lighting. The 
officer went to tho rauchene and, after 
hearing the facts of the case, attempted 
to arrest two Indians for being drunk 
and fighting. Due got away, and 
while placing the handcuffs on 
the other a crowd of Indians closed 
in on the officer, took away his club and 
rescued the prisoner. Redgrave then 
attempted to arrest the native who had 
furnished the others with the liquor, 
but this arrest was also prevented by 
the prisoner's friends, who had assem- 
bled to tl^e number of about 200. The 
officer then went to the Indian Agent's 
residence, and got him to go the Indian 
village and explain to the Indiana that 
they would he seriously punished if they 
resisted the law or in any way inter- 
fered with the officer in the execution of 
his duty. Redgrave then attempted to 
arrest the third pel son again, hut again 
the other Indians closed around and 
roughly jostled the officer, tearing his 
clothes and otherwise ill-using him. 
He was seized from behind by 
the throat, wl ilo others held his legs 
and arms and thus allowed the prisoner 
to get away. The Indian agent in vain 
threatened and advised the natives, but 
they paid no attention to his words, and 
forming a guard around the rescued 
prisoner, jeered and defied the agent 
and the officer. One of the ringleaders, 
whose name Officer Redgrave has taken, 
tidd the officer that they had been ad- 
vised to renist him, and that if they 
got in any trouble thereby, a Victoria 
lawyer would soon get them clear. 
Finding that nothing more could be 
done without assistance, Mr. Redgrave 
came to Victoria and laid the facta of 
tho case before tho authorities here up- 
on his arrival. 

ANOTHER ,\ tl'NT. 

Mr. Spencer, of Alert Bay, who ar- 
rived on the Maude, states that a 
great deal has been made out of very 
little in the Indian difficulty. Ho was 
standing on the wharf near the house 
where the row is said to have occurred, 
and did not notice that anything extra- 
ordinary was huppening. So far as he 
understood the case it was as follows : 
Some Indians were holding a sort of a 
potlatch in a house, and by some means 
or other had secured a quantity of whis- 
key. Two of them became intoxicated and 
noisy, and their friends took them 
away. Meantime one of the mission 
boys went to the police officer ami in- 
formed Ilim that a row was r/oing on. 
The officer ran to the house, and im- 
mediately seized an Indian who was 
at the time bragging how many blan- 
kets and other things he was going to 
giveaway. Naturally The Indians re- 
sented the attack upon un unoffending 
member, and the officer was jostled and 
his coat torn. He then went away and 
summoned the Indian agent, who, on 
Ills arrival, acted in the same manner as 
the policeman, and seized hold of an old 
and harmless Indian, and the Indians 
again interfered. This is the total re- 
sult of the outbreak complained of. 
Mr. Spencer is of opinion that if the 
Indians hail been treated in a reason- 
able muiiner, there would he nothing to 
complain of.
